CAPITAL SHIP CUT 


Geneva Papers Suggest 
American-Japanese Pact 
May Supersede Old An- 
glo-Jap Entente.

Geneva, June 23.—(United News.) 
Anglo-American differences of opinion 
as to methods of naval arms reduc- 
tion may cause the Japanese delega- 
tion to the naval disarmament confer- 
ence to ask new instructions from 
Tokio. 

The Japanese delegation, approach- 
el Wednesday by Hugh S. Gibson, 
American delegate, as to ‘ts attitude 
on the British proposals, refused to 
commit itself as opposed to the Brit- 
ish plan. It was indicated that Ad- 
miral Baron Saito, Japanese leader 
at the conference, opposed the Brit- 
ish plan of reducing the tonnage of 
capital ships, which involved a revi- 
val of subjects regarded as settled by 
the Washington conference, 

Continued reports that the British 
and American disagreement might be 
argued in open conference caused the 
Japanese to suggest they might be 
forced to ask new instructions from 
the Tokio foreign office. 

The British plan asks that all coun- 
tries enumerate the number of ves- 


sels they regard as essential to their 
Jefense, and that this process be used 
as a basis for mgeductivn or curtail- 
ment. The American plan calls for 
extension of the 5-5-3 ratio for Great 
Britain, the United States and Japan, 
to destroyers, cruisers and subma- 
rines, 

While further action awaited the 
report of a technical commission, re- 
ports of a new lineup of the United 
States with Japan. against Great 
Britain, were published in the news- 


New Alliance Forecast. 


The tri-partite conference, that 
uéwspaper stggested, may result in 
an American-Japanese alliance, replac- 
ing the Anglo-Japanese pact which 
was killed as a result of the Wash- 
ington conference, ° 

It was pointed out that Gibson was 
openly seeking support of the Jap- 
anese delegation in his fight on the 
British proposals. Pspecially, said 
the newspaper, is Gibson attempting 
to obtain Japanese aid in opposing new 
discussion of the Washington treaties 
as concerns the size and life of capi- 
tal ships. 

Gibson is reported to have worked 
almost ceaselessly since Monday to 
induce the British delegates to with- 
draw their proposal for reduction in 
size of capital ships. Such a step as 
the British propose, representing as it 
would an extension of the work of the 
conference as outlined by the Coolidge 
invitation, would be particularly dis-

Roosevelt Field, N. Y., June 24.—

Byrd Disappointed. 

It was a bitter disappointment to 
Byrd and the three men who were to 
make the trip with him. 

Reluctantly, shortly after midnight, 
Byrd announced that a severe storm 
which developed over the Newfound- 
land coast “definitely postponed” the 
America’s flight until better weather 
conditions prevail. 

Commander Byrd had been snatch- 
ing a last sleep in preparation for the 
trans-oceanic vigil, but was awakened 
at midnight to receive a weather re- 
port from Dr. James H. Kimball, 
meteorologist of the New York weath- 


er bureau. 

All plans had centered on getting 
into the air at 4 a. m. and Com- 
mander Byrd was obviously chagrined 
as he transmitted the notice of post- 
ponement to Grover A. Whalen, who 
was at the hangar here on the field. 

Ready for Start. 

The America was on the six-foot in- 
cline at the east end of the field, 
poised for the start. 

More than 5,000 persons had assem- 


bled to see the beginning of the ae aoe 


Kimball told Byrd that fog and a 
area of extreme low pressure was prev- 
alent in the direct line of the pro- 
posed route to Newfoundland, and add- 
ed that he could make no predictions 
for the immediate future as to clear- 
ing weather.

LIFE TERMS GIVEN 
10 DAUTREMENTS 
ON GUILTY PLEAS 


Three Brothers Tell 
Graphic Story Describ- 
ing Holdup of Train and 
Four Killings. 


Medford, Ore., June 23.—(#)—Con- 
fessions that they held up a Southern 
Pacific passenger and mail train in 
the Siskiyou mountains of Oregon in 
1923 and killed four trainmen were 
made today by the three de Autremont 
brothers, Hugh, Ray and Roy. All 
were sentenced to life imprisonment 
in the penitentiary at Salem. 

Pleas of guilty were entered by the 
twins, Ray and Roy, following a clean 
breast of the whole affair made last 
night by Hugh, the younger brother, 
who was convicted of first degree mur- 
der Tuesday with recommendation of 
life imprisonment. The twins were 
promised life terms in return for pleas 
of guilty. 

In his cell in the county jail at 
Jacksonville today, Hugh in the pres- 
ence of Ray and Roy, repeated the 
confession he had made to postal au- 
thorities and county officers last night. 
He said: 

Confesses Murders. 

“If the world must know, I killed 
the engineer, (Sydney L. Bates, of 
Dunsmuir, Cal.) Roy killed the fire- 
nan (Marvin Seng, of Dunsmuir), 


and Ray killed the brakeman” (Coyle 
Johnson, of Ashland.) 

Hugh declared the holdup had its 
birth when Ray was in the Washing- 
ton state reformatery serving a term 
during the world war for criminal 
syndicalism. 

“We all know it was a_ beastly, 
dastardly crime, as well as anyone 
else,” he said. “Ray came out of 
Monroe embittered against the world. 
He had been reading Darwin, Huxley, 
Schoepenhauer and all that stuff. His 
mind was saturated with hatred. 

“They accused him of radical syn- 
dicalism. Instead, he was just a. so- 
cialist, who wanted & square deal 
from everyone. 

“Ray mét his twin brotlier, Roy, 
and they talked over his idef&s,”’ said 
Hugh, “and soon Roy had the same 
thoughts, they always have been close.

This year, perhaps more than ever 
before, it is of real importance for 
travelers and tourists to be immunized 
against typhoid fever before starting 
off. The recent floods, and the dis- 
organization of home life caused by 
such disaster make the chance of ty- 
phoid fever greater. Many residents 
of flooded districts will seek employ- 
ment far from hom: in vacation re- 
sorts, and this will necessarily mean 
the uncovering of not a few typhoid 
carriers. 

The Canadian department of health 
gives these directions for disinfect- 
ing water with hypochlorite of lime: 
Make a stock solution of three level 
teaspoonfuls of hypochlorite of lime 
in a quart of water. Add one tea- 
spoonful of this stock solution to a

As a result of conferences at Sn- 
chow between the two powerful sortn- 
ern leaders, Marshal Feng has sent an 
ultimatum to Hankow demanding that 
certain members of the Hankow re- 
gime, including the Russian, Michael 
Borodin, who has been acting as ad- 
visor, leave for abroad and that the 
remaining members proceed to Nan- 
kins immediately to join in the opera- 
tions against the north. 

At the same time Marshal Feng and 
General Chiang issued a proclama- 
tion stating that communism must go 
and calling upon their troops to up- 
hold the principles of the late Dr. 
Sun Yat Sen, the republican leader, 
“for the everlasting glory of China.’ 

General Chiang Kai-shek announced 
the immediate launching of a drive 
northward through the province of 
S!antung on Tien-tsin and Pekin, 
while it was stated that Marshal Feng 
Yuhsing would begin his northward 
drive on July 1 from the province of 
Honan. 

lt was reported that the two xzen- 
erals planned to meet in the Tien-tsin- 
Pekin area and then to make a tri-} 
umphal entry into the northern capi- 
a “eng has returned to Cheng- 
chow. which he seniaiie captured, to 
prepare for the launching of his drive. 

Hu Han-min, executive head of the 
civil government at Nanking, declared 
today that Nanking regime woud as- 
sume the honest obligaitons of the 
Hankow government, but that Boro- 
din, Eugene Chen, the Hankow foreign 
minister and George Hsu-chien, the 
Hankow minister of justice, must be 
eliminated. Hu Han-min said that 
George Hsu-chien was a confirmed 
radical and that Eugene Chen, who 
played a large part in the negotiations 
that followed the capture of Hankow 
by the nationalists, was undesirable.
